The Christmas and New' Year’s holidays have come and 
gone without bringing the Washington armament conference 'to 
that state of finality and concrete results which a great many 
people were enthusiastically expecting and for which the Repub­ 
lican administration, which evolved the conference, was more 
calmly hoping. 
As a consequence an atmosphere of pessimism 
has descended upon the enthusiastically expectant, and the Wil- 
eonite enemies of the conference are chuckling with fiendish glee. 
There is justification for neither the glee nor the pessimism. 
Those who fear the conference is a failure, and those who hope it 
'is, are justified in neither their hope nor their fear. 
For the 
conference on limitation of armaments was an irrevocable suc­ 
cess, so far as the United States was concerned, in its very in­ 
ception, and even should it terminate in what its foes would call 
a debacle it would be a success.

2.— The Five-Power 
Naval Holiday. 3.—The German Pacific Cables. 4.—Vindication 
of the Traditional Policy of the United States. 
The United States will have had revealed to it, positively 
and finally, just where it stands in the eyes of the rest of the 
world and just where the rest of the world chooses to stand in 
the eyes of the United States. 
A conference capable of bring­ 
ing about such an understanding, either formal or tacit, could 
not be a failure.
